CURIOUS. USES 


OF THE FAN.

T is a source oí pleasure to many to know 
that the graceful and beautiful custom of 
carrying fans is being revived at the 

Conrt this season. 

But it may be a considerable surprise even 
to the ‘‘ modern girl” to know some of the 
uses to which fans have been put in the past. 

In the seventeenth century in France, Italy, 


uses. For instance, various ways of handling 
them were used as signals by which ladies con- 
veyed hints during balls to admirers and 
lovers. 

A regular code of such signals grew up 
which led to many humorous complications nn | 
the ballrooms of those days. The custom gave 
rein to a very amusing article in the 
Spectator, which suggested that a proper drill 
for such purposes should be established ! 

But fans have been used for cooling the face 
in hot climates before even the days of 
Tutankhamen. The ancient Egyptians also 
used them as attributes of royalty a along with 
horse-hair fly-flappers and “ umbrellas.’ 

In India they were sometimes used as 
sacred emblems, and sometimes, as in Egypt, 
were attributes of men in authority. When 
King Edward VII. was Prince of Wales, a great 


heart-shaped fan, ancient and venerated, was 
presented to him by the Hindus as @ token of 
their esteem for-his rank. 

In China and Japan everyone, no matter 
what rank he holds, carriesafan. Artisans can 
be seen holding a fan in one hand while work- 
ing, just as one may see an English labourer 
wiekiihe with- a pipe in his mouth. 

Big folding fans are the most popular in 
China to-day. The most courteous manner by 
which a host can compliment a friend or guest 
is by handing him a fan and requesting him 
to write some pretty sentiment upon it as a 
memento of the occasion. Possibly our custom 
of sometimes signing menus at popular dinner 
parties is defived from this custom. 

It is unlikely that we will revive the sort 
of fans which came into fashion during the 
eighteenth century in England. In those days 
every kind of luxurious otnamentation was 
bestowed upon them. Sticks made of mother- 

an. ivory were carved with extraordinary 
ski l, while the fans themselves were decorated 

with designs from famous painters of the day. 

This century is too fast for that sort of 
thing. I understand that at Paris there is a 


new “sort of fan on sale which only requires an } 


electric button to be pressed in order to set it 
working. J. S.

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A DUNDALK SEIZURE. 


At the Law Courts, Dublin Castle, before 
Mr, Justice Dodd, sitting without a jury, in a 
case in which Ellen Byrne, of 57 Clanbrassil 
street, Dundalk, was plaintiff and James 
Reilly defendant, the plaintiff claimed to be 
entitled to certain goods which had been 
seized by the Sheriff of County Louth on the 
6th April last in an action which had been 
brought by Ellen Byrne’s sister, Elizabeth 
Byrne, against Mr. James Reilly, and w'iich 
had resulted in an order for costs amounting 
to £27 against Ellen Byrne. On the Sheriff 
going to the premises to seize the goods, the 
plaintiff had made a declaration claiming the 
oods as her own and as administratrix of 
Michael Byrne, deceased. The Sheriff of 
County Louth had brought an interpleader 
summons, and Mr. Justice Dodd had directed 
that an issue be tried as to who owned the 
goods which had been seized. The goods con- 
sisted of stock-in-trade, fixtures and fittings 
of a millinery and general drapery business 
which had been carried on at the premises 
57 Clanbrassi] street, Dundalk Mr. Reilly, 
the defendant in the action, was a prominent 
Dundalk business man. 

Miss Ellen Byrne, the plaintiff, stated that 
her father owned the business and died 
about 1920. Her sister, Elizabeth, had looked 
after the business. 

In cross-examination, the plaintiff admitted 
that so far back as 1914 Elizabeth Byrne might 
have carried an arrangement in respect of 
the stock, providing for payment of 3s. 4d. in 
the £. The banking account might have 
been carried on by Elizabeth Bvrne, 
who was registered under the 


Business 
Names Act as proprietor of the business; but 
she had done this on her own account. The 
plaintiff denied any knowledge of a notice 
which had been served on the defendant, Mr. 
Reilly, by four armed and masked men 
threatening him with ‘‘the extreme penalty ”’ 
if he did not withdraw the proceedings and 
pay the costs. 

Mf. Justice Dodd held that he conld not 
find that the goods were the assets of Michael 
Byrne, deceased; that these ladies must pay 
the costs which had been awarded against 


the defendant, with costs, including the costs 
of the Sheriff. He would, however, allow 
time for the payment of the costs, which 
would be paid in monthly instalments over a 
period of three months.

MATER CARNIVAL 
ACTION.

JUDGE AND THE JURY’S 
FINDINGS. 


Before Mr. Justice Dodd and a city common 
jury yesterday the hearing was resumed of 
the action brought by John Barron, caterer, 

of Park avenue, Sandymount, against omas 
O’Connor, of Rathmines terrace, Rathmines, 
and other gentlemen, comprising the com- 
mittee of the Mater Hospital Carnival, held 
at Ballsbridge in September last, ‘claiming 
£1,655 12s. Sd., alleged to be due to him in 
respect of hire of catering plant or utensils, 
breakage, and non-return of articles so hired 

wages paid to his staff of waiters and 
waitresses, etc., and goods sold and delivered 
by the plaintiff to the defendants or for their | 
account, 

The defendants, in their defence, stated 
that the cost of the hirage was agreed to be 
fixed or decided by Messrs. Findlater and 
Company, and was not to exceed £50. They 
admitted the claim in respect of breakages 
and articles not returned, but denied liability 
with regard to the other two items, for wages 
and goods sold and delivered. 

Mr. Denning, K.C.; Mr. Lardner, K.C., 
and Mr. Devitt (instructed by essrs. 
Sheridan and Kenny) were for the plaintiff ; 
and Mr Lynch, K.C.; Mr. Swayne, K.C., and 
Mr. Binchy (instructed by Mr. J. J. Shiel) 
for the defendants. 3 
The jury found that the contract for the 
hireage between the plaintiff and the com- 
mittee was to be for the amount — 
according to the rates of charge of Mr, Mills, 
caterer, and they did not assess the amount, 
as they had not sufficient evidence for the 
purpose. They found that there was no 
evidence that the plaintiff was to be paid any 
sum for assistance, but they found that the 
plaintiff had supplied food to the committee 
to the value of £75. 

Mr. Justice Dodd, on these findings, ruled 
that there was no evidence to ee their 
first finding about the hireage. He thought 
that there was evidence of payment to be 
made for some assistance, pe “ the jury 
had found against, that; and he t ought there 
was no evidence to support their finding of 
£75 for food supplied by the plaintiff. He, 
therefore, held that this was a verdict for the 
defendants, and gave judgment for them, with 
costs. 


THE LIBERTY HALL CASE, 


TERMS OF CHANCERY ORDER 
DISCUSSED. 


In the Chancery Division yesterday, before 
Mr. Justice Powell, in the case of Foran and 
others v. Larkin, 

Mr. Brown, K.C., who, with Mr. Serjeant 
Hanna, Mr. Sullivan, K.C., and Mr, Martin 
Maguire (instructed by Messrs. James 
O’Connor and Co.), appeared for the plaintiffs 
in the application which had been before his 
lordship last Monday, said that they had not 
been able to agree as to the form of the order, 
and they were there on both sides in order 
that the matter might be mentioned and the 
wording of the order settled. He thought 
that part of the difference that had arisen 
between them was a doubt that seemed to 
have entered into the minds of his friends 
on the other side. There was no doubt in 
his (Mr. Brown’s) mind that his lordship had 
decided that the plaintiffs were entitled to 
an order in the form that the defendant, his 
servants, and ents should be restrained, 
pending the trial of the action, from taking 
forcible possession, to the exclusion of the 
plaintiffs or otherwise, and from by force and 
violence evicting the plaintiffs from the pre- 
mises, and preventing the plaintifis from 
entering on the premises and carrying on the 
management and business of the Irish 
Transport and General Workers Union. That 
was what he might call the negative. He 
suggested that his lordship further ordered 
that the defendant, his servants, and agents 
should forthwith restore ion of the pre- 
mises to the plaintiffs. e first part of the 
order would, of course, be of no use to the 
plaintiffs at all without the mandatory part, 
and he distinctly understood his lordship to 
say that he was prepared to give the order 
in a mandatory form. 

Mr. Justice Powell—Yes. 

Mr. Brown said that all he asked was an 
order restoring the plaintiffs to possession of 
the premises. 

Mr. Justice Powell said that he had made 
that order quite plain. ' 

Mr. Brown said that he thought nothing 
could have been plainer. If the sr 
deprived Mr. Larkin of any of his rights—and 
they had no intention of doing so—Mr. Larkin 
had his remedy, and could get an injunction 
against them. I 

Mr. Conner, K.C., who, with Mr. Wood, 

K.C., and Mr. Geoghegan (instructed ‘by 
Messrs William Smyth and Son), appeared for 
the defendant, said that he only wanted to 
carry out the terms of his lordship’s order. 
The plaintiffs wanted ¢o insist on the 
following words being inserted in the 
order:—‘‘ And forthwith withdraw from 
occupation of the said premises.’’ That was 
contrary to what his lordship had said. His 
lordship’s words were: “I will t a man- 
datory order to the plaintiffs in respect of 
both premises, 35 Parnell square and Liberty 
Hall, the order not to exclude Mr. Larkin, the 
defendant.’’ All that he wanted was that the 
order should be put in that form. 
Mr. Justice Powell said that Mr. Conner’s 
client was absolutely secure. He had said that 
he was not now deciding the question of Mr. 
Larkin’s status as Genera] Secretary, It had 
been argued that he had been ostensibly 
superseded and suspended. But his case was 
that he was being suspended by a body which 
was itself án, Ae He (Mr. Justice Powell) 
was not going to decide that, and, therefore, 
he was not going, one way or the other, to 
sav anything about Mr. Larkin’s rights. He 
was not deciding in any shape or form that 
Mr. Larkin’s rights to go there as General 
Secretary were in the least degree interfered 
with by his order. “' And," continned his 
lordship, “if he is interfered with and comes 
into this Court any morning, I won't say 
what I will do, but I think I know what I 
will do.” : 

The order of the Court is in the following 


rms :— 

“This Court doth order that the defendant, 
his servants and agents be, and he and they 
are, hereby restrained, pending the trial of 
this action or until further order, from taking 
forcible possession of the premises respectively 
known as No. 35 Parnell square and Liberty 
Hall, in the City of Dublin, to the exclusion 
of the plaintiffs or otherwise, and from by 
force and viol «nce evicting the plaintiffs from 
said premises and preventing the plaintiffs 
from entering upon. the said premises and 
carrying on the management and business of 
the Irish Transport and General Workers’ 
Union; and this Court doth further order that 
the defendant, his servants and agents do 
forthwith restore possession of said premises 
to the pleintiffs.”’ ' 


SALE OF A DUBLIN BUSINESS. 


In the Chancery Division, before Mr. Justice 
Powell, in the case of William Ferguson v. 
Sante Staffierl, a settlement was announced, 
which was subsequently made a rule of Court. 
The action had been brought by the plaintiff 
to enforce the specific performance of two 
agreements, by which the defendant agreed 
that, in default of the payment of certain 
sums of money which had been advanced to 
him by the plaintiff, he would transfer certain 
shares which the defendant held in the Broad- 
way Soda Fountain Company, Ltd., No. 8 
Lower Sackville street, Dublin. At first, it 
appeared, the defendant had not contested 
the action, but he subsequently obtained an 
order giving him leave to defend. 

Mr. Martin Maguire finstructed by Messrs. 
Vincent and Beatty), for the plaintiff, applied 
exparte to have the consent to settlement 
mace a rule of Court. By the terms of the 
settlement the defendant agreed to sell and 
the plaintiff to purchase all the holding of the 
defendant in the Broadway Soda Fountain 
Company, Ltd., consisting of 3,500 shares, for 
£4,375, the purchase to be completed within a 
week from this date, and the Íaintifl have 
credit for £2,117 10s. already paid 8y him 
to the defendant, subject to the directors of 
the company sanctioning the transfer. 

The plaintiff was to pay the defendant £400 
sn full discharge of any claim for compenss- 
tion that he may have against the company 
mentioned for loss of office as director or 
otherwise, and the defendant was forthwith 
to send in his resignation of the office and to 
cease to act as director from this date. 

The defendant undertook and agreed not to 
enter te as age on ni own aceount or in 
partnership with any other person or persons, 
or join in the flotation of or as director of any 
company within an. English mile radius of the 
Broadway Soda Fountain Company, Ltd., in 
opposition to or of a similar nature to the 
business carried on by the company mea- 


tioned, each party to pay their costs of the 
action.

Railway Rates. 


The further reductions in rates which 
were announced yesterday. by the British 
railway companies are a direct result 
of the new grouping system. The 
rates for perishable produce by pas- 
senger train are being reduced from 
seventy-five to fifty per cent. above prte- 
war prices. The concession of half rates 
for live stock which is returned unsold 
from shows will be extended to poultry, 
pigeons, guinea pigs, rabbits and dogs, 
while visitors to business and political 
meetings will be enabled to make the 
return journey at single fare and one- 
third. These and other minor rediictions 
are being made by tho companies for the 
benefit chiefly of agriculture. The ordi- 
nary passenger has had little cause for 


complaint since the last reduction in fares; 


but British agriculture is in a bad way, 
and the new concessions will help fo 
encourage it. The importance of the agri- 
cultural show is recognised by the rail- 
way companies, and the concession of 
half rates for unsold “returns ” will give 

great -fillip to live-stock entries all 
round, There is a general recognition of 
the fact that industrial progress is im- 


possible without the closest co-operation 


between the railways and the producers. 
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By the recent amalgamations Britain has 
succeeded in eliminating a large element 
of waste, and now the railways are being 
managed in the interests not only of the 
shareholders, but also of the country’s 
economic . velfare. 

Industry in .the Free State of Irelan‘l 
continues to stagger along under the 
burden of the heaviest railway rates in 
Europe. Circumstances have combined to 
prevent the adequate reduction either cf 
freights or of passenger fares; but a start 
must be made in the interests of the 
nation’s trade. Last year the Govern- 
ment presented the railways with the 


alternatives of agreement on a scheme 


of grouping before the end of March 
and legislation in Dat LEireann to 
unify the whole system in the twenty-six 
counties. For various reasons the period 
was extended, and we were able to 
announce recently that the Midland Great 
Western and the Great Southern and 
Western Companies had agreed to work 
in double harness. There is reason to 
hope that the necessary legislation will 
be introduced in the near future, and that 
all the systems of the twenty-six counties 
will’ resolve themselves into economic 
groups. Then, we hope, the public 
will begin to reap the reward of its 
long patience. Free State trade, which 
at present is handicapped even against the 
trade of the six counties of Northern Ire- 
land, will be able to make a fresh. start; 
and if the Irish companies show as much 
wisdom as the companies of Great Britain, 
the interests of agriculture will be served 
in such a way as to restore to the Free 
State farmer some measure of his former 
prosperity. 

At the Agricultural Commission, in 
Dublin yesterday, Mr. M. F. Keogh, 
General Manager of the Midland and 
Great Western Railway, referred to the 
vexed problem of the railways. The re- 
ductions in Great Britain, he said; would 
bring charges in general down to about 
fifty per cent. over pre-war rates, while 
the corresponding figure in the Free State 
was one hundred and twenty per cent. 
The entire system of fixing rates in 
Ireland, he added, was 
cumbersome and unsatisfactory.’’ Mr.

Leviathans. 


“The biggest in the world” is a title 
that stil] has a supreme allare íor all good 
Americans. On Tuesday the Leviathan, 
formerly the German Vaterland, having 
been reconditioned at a cost of two million 
pounds by the United States Shipping 
Board, made her trial trip with a party of 
six hundred guests. New York papers 
declare that the jannt will cost the Govern- 
ment a million dollars, which is certainly 
a record of its kind. They say also that 
the Leviathan is the biggest liner afloat 
and that her new registered tonnage is but 
a fraction short of sixty thousand tons. 
Upholders of British mercantile marine 
prestige, on the other hand, claim that the 
Majestic, formerly the Bismarck, is the 
bigger vessel. Certainly she is six feet 
longer and was rated by the German 
builders as two thousand tons heavier. We 
may be sure that the respective owners of 
the vessels will waste neither time nor 
money in ascertaining the present weights 
of the two monster ships. The question 
of speed still has to be contested. At 
present neither of these big ships holds 
an Atlantie record, though the Majestic 
has come within one and a half hours of 
the record established by the Mauretania. 
In any case, these vast vessels are 
leviathans in every sense of the word, 
creatures of a maritime age as dead as 
that in which the dinosaur ruled the waves. 
The world’s shipowners have come to the 
conclusion that bulk in excess of twenty 
thousand tons increases running costs 
enormously, with no corresponding con- 
venience to passengers. Even speed has 
ceased to be important above a certain 
point; for the cost of the fuel required 
to get the additional knot or two involves 
an increase in passenger fares that few 
are able, and none is willing, to pay. 
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Balkan Royalties. 


The announcement that Princess Ileana 
of Rumania has been betrothed to King 
Boris of Bulgaria puts the finishing touch 
to the regal status of what must be the 
most royal family in history. It embraces 
King Ferdinand of Rumania and Queen 
Marie, Queen Elizabeth of Greece and 
Queen Marie of Serbia. Princess Ileana 
will be the fourth queen in the family. 
There are two sons, the Crown Prince of 
Rumania and the Prince Royal, Nicholas, 
now an officer in the British Navy. |The 
Princess Ileana is only fourteen at present, 
and some time must elapse before she 
achieves the official title of queen. Mean- 
while a critical. world, which nevertheless 
looks with the kindliest eye upon the 
destinies of all these young people, is 
bound to realise that the utility of royal 
families is on trial in the Balkans. If 
King Ferdinand cannot manage to keep 
the peace, then it would seem that de- 
mocracy has gone too far in removing the 
contro] of peace and war from the fingers 
of reigning sovereigns. Fortunately, we 
need not address ourselves to the problem 
as & general one; but probably there is 
not a single Balkan State whose inter- 
national relations.could nct be more safely 
entrusted to its ruler than to its people. 
A taste for the panoplies of war is eradi- 
cated more easily from one or two princely 
bosoms than the zeal for carrying fire and 
sword against their hereditary enemies 
from the breasts of nations whose borders 
have been the battlegrounds of centuries.

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COMING PROSPERITY OF 
IRELAND. 
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CARDINAL LOGUE AND THE 
GOVERNOR-GENERAL. 


Representatives of the Roman Catholic 
Hierarchy of Ireland, headed by His Eminence 
Cardinal Logue, who was accompanied by the 
Most Rev. Dr. Browne, the Most Rev. Dr. 
Fogarty, the Most Rev. Dr. O'Sullivan, the 
Most Rev. Dr. McKenna and the Most Rev. 
Dr. Mulhern, called on the Governor-General 
of the Free State yesterday at the Viceregal 


Lodge. 

Cardinal Logue, addressing His Excel- 
lency, conveyed to him the cordial good 
wishes of himself and the other members 
of the Hierarchy for his success and happiness 
in the high office which his devotion to the 
cause of country had induced him to aecre’y 
The Cardinal said that he was entrusted 
the bishons at their late meeting at Maynooth 
with the duty of conveying this message. He 
looked on the Governor-General’s wisdom, ex- 
perience and knowledge of affairs as of special 


value to the country at the present time. Hé L 


and his brother prelates were gratified that 
the Free State Government, notwithstanding 
its want of experience, was working so effi- 
ciently in the face of many difficulties and 
obstacles. He was confident, as were his 
colleagues, that the Governor-General would 
always act. with credit to himself in his high 
office, and would help to bring peace and 
happiness to his country. 

The Governor-General briefly expressed his 
gratitude for the kindness and confidence of 
His Eminence and his venerable — brethren. 
He felt too moved to say more than that he 
had accepted his position with fear and 
trembling, which fear, though not physical, 
arose because he realised that the higher the 
office to which a man attained the easier it is 
by one slip or false step to undo a life’s work. 1 
Yet he felt inspired as to the future by this 
message from Maynooth and the encourage- 


-ment which the support and good-will of the 


Cardinal and his colleagues would enable him 
to rely on. 

With the notable and most worthy excep- 
tion of Lord FitzAlan—that noble and sincere 
Catholic—he was the first of their faith for 
centuries to hold the highest position in Ire- 
land. Less than a century ago our people 
were in chains and our faith proscribed. The 
presence of His Eminence and his colleacues 
there that day gave signal evidence of the 
march of events. He would take advantage of 
it as a layman respectfully to express his 
admiration of the manner in which their lord- 
ships, without fear, favour or affection, in 
the tecth of insults and threats, had pro- 
claimed the law of God throughout the land. 

He had little doubt himself that their be- 
loved Cardinal, despite his load of years, would 
live to see the fulfilment of the prophecy of his 
great predecessor in the See of Armagh, St. 
Malachi, as to the coming of an era of happi- 
ness for Ireland; and when tha at day arrived 
he trusted that the six counties would share 
in it, and that all the inhabitants of a re- 
united Ireland would reap the full benefit of 
the coming of prosperity to their native land.

der sh OF TRUST BILL. 


The following is the text of the Land Trust 
Powers Bill which has been introduced in 
Dail Eireann by the Minister for Local G 
vernment. The bill enables the Irish Sailors. 
and Soldiers' Land Trust to exercise certain 
powers in Saorstat Eireann, and for other 

Irposes in connection with the said Trust :— 
WHE REAS ‘it is pro’ vided by Section ó of 

an Act passed by the Parliament of the 
late United Kingdom of Great Britain and 
Ireland entitled the Irish Free State (Con- 
sequential Provisions) Act, 1922, that a hody 
to be called the Irish Sailors and Soldiers 
Land Trust shall be established for the pur- 
poses set forth in the said section, but that 
the said section shall not come into operation 
until the British Treasury: certify (amongst 
other things) that such eatalehlan has been 
passed by the Oireachtas of Saorstat Eireann 
as is necessary to enable the said Trust to 
acquire and to hold land, to vest in the 
any land and other property which 
he said section to be transferred to 
. and otherwise to enable the Trust 
to carry out the purposes of the said secticns: 
BEIT THEREFORE ENACTED BY THE 
OIREACHTAS OF SAORSTAT EIREANN 
AS FOLLOWS — 
—(1) The Irish Sailors and Soldiers Land 

Trust (in this Act referred to as the 
‘Trust ’’) shall have power to acguire and 
hold land in Saorstat Eireann and such other 
powers’ as may be necessary to enable the 
Trust to carry out in Saorstat Eireann the 
purgoses of Section Three of the Irish Free 
State [{C sequential Provisions) Act. 1922: 

Provided that nothing in the foregoing pro- 
vision shall be taken as empowering the Trust 
compulsorily in Saorstat 


to acquire land 
Eireann. 

(2) The Minister for Local Government may, 
if he thinks fit, at the request of the Trust 
acquire land otherwise than by agreement for 
transfer to the Trust, and shall, for the pur- 
pose of such acquisition, have all the powers 
which were conferred upon the Local Govern- 
ment Board for Ireland by virtue of Section 
Four of the Irish Land (Provision for Sailors 
and Soldiers) Act, 1919, including power to 
carry out and complete any scheme made by 
the said Board before the sixth day of De- 
cember, nineteen hundred and twenty- two, so 
far as respects the compulsory acquisition of 
land thereunder, in like manner 2s if the pro- 
ceedings taken by that Board before that date 
had been taken by the Minister for Local 
Government in the exercise of the powers con- 
ferred upon the Minister by this Act.

(4) If arrangements are made by the Trust 
with any Department of the Government of 
Saorstát Eireann for the exercise and per- 
formance on behalf of the Trust of any powers 
vr duties of the Trust by that Department 
or officers thereof, such Depariment or officers 
shall have and may exercise to such extent 
and on such terms and conditions as may be 
agreed, the powers conferred upon the ‘Trust 
as respects Saorstat Eireann by this Act and 
the said Section Three of the Irish Free State

(5) Paragraph (d) of Sub-Section (4) and

MR. JAMES CATLEY. 


We deeply regret to announce the death of 
Mr. James Catley. of 129 Tritonville road, 
Sandymount, Dublin, day overseer of 
irish Times printing- department, 
occurred with tragic. suddenness 
minutes before 10 o'clock last night.

aspect of the question, that the power of 
compulsory hiring existed in Scotland, with 
the result that the proportion of empty 
houses across the border was greater than in 
England.

WIDOWS AND ORPHANS OF 


IRISH MEDICAL MEN. 


The Right Hon. Michaei F. Cox, President 
of the Royal College of Physicians, presided 
at the annual meeting of the Royal Medical 
Benevolent Fund Society, at the Royal College 
of Physicians, Dublin, yesterday. 

The annual report, which was adopted on 
the motion of Dr. McDowell, seconded by 


Sir William Smyllie, stated that the number | 
of applications received during the year wae | 
grants was. 


84. The amount given in 
£1,695 10s., as compared with £1,215 lls. in 
the preceding year. Revenue from all 
sources, including donations, realised £3.549 
14s. 7d. 

The Central Committee stated that the 
society was a purely Irish one, solely for the 
benefit of the widows and orphans of Irish 
medical men who had rractised in this coun- 
try. If the work was to be continued it 
would be necessary to raise £1,200, otherwise 
relief would have to stop. The Committee 
appealed most earnestly to their non-sub- 
scribing colleagues.throughout Ireland to con- 
sider the claims of this charity. . 

Seventy-five per cent. of the members of 
the Irish medical profession, in spite of fre- 
quent appeals, do not subscribe, and: so leave 
the charity dependent upon the generosity of 
a few. There are over 5,000 practitioners in 
Ireland, and 10s. from each would place the 
society on a sound footing, and would enable 
substantial grants to be made to those in 
need of relief. 

Sir John Moore moved the following amend- 
ment in the second paragraph of the deed of 
trust, the paragraph to read as follows :—

foundation, maintenance and management “

INCOME TAX. | 
EMPLOYERS AS COLLECTORS. 


Lord Glenavy took the chair at 3 o'clock. 

On the Report stage of the Finance Bill, 
Mr. B. Haughton moved, in Section 6, to 
delete in line 26 the words ‘‘ employer of such 
neraon,” and to substitute therefor the words 
‘secretary of the particular trade union of 
which such person is a registered member, or, 
if he be not a registered member of any trade 
union, to his employer.”’ 

He said that in the district from which he 
came (Cork) there was a very strong objection 
to employers becoming tax collectors and col- 


Jecting from their employés a tax which was 


obviously unpopular with them. 

He knew that the Government had many 
difficulties to contend with, and everybody 
gave them infinite credit for the way they 
carried out their duties and responsibilities. 
He knew also that they were anxious to work 
in the closest harmony with employers and 
employés, and to smooth over any cause of 
friction and difficulty that may arise. They 
had given practical evidence of this since they 
assumed office. Employers and employés, for 
the most part; throughout the country were 
united in their objection to this clause. 

Mr. O'Dea seconded. 

President Cosgrave said that he regretted 
that he could not recommend the acceptance 
It would not achieve the 
urpose they had in mind. The Government 
had adopted what was the best way of getting 
in the money. They could go to courts and 
ut extra costs on those who owed the money, 
but instead’ they had adopted machinery

By permission of the House the amendment 
was Withdravgn. : 

Mr. De ‘Loughrey moved;:—' That the 
Senate recommends that the provisions of 
Clause 9 of the bill, regarding the exemption 
of charities, be extended so as to apply to 
incomes derived by charities from Jand and 
house property.” The object of the amend- 
ment was, he said, to give thé same relief 
io Free State charities as was enjoy¢d in 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland, 

Mr. McKean seconded.’ 

The Minister for Finance accepted the 
amendment, which was adopted. 

Mr. Houghton moved to add at the end of 
Sub-Section 1 (Section 15) the words :—‘‘ Save 
and except that the corporation profits tax 
shall be reduced from 1s. in the £ to 6d. in 
the £.”” 

He said that this tax had been reduced 
to sixpence 4h the £ in England. and the fact 
it was ashilling in the £ in the Saorstat would 
discourage people from stating new limited 
liability companies, which they all hoped to 
ese started here.

The Minister for Finance said that they 
adopted practically al! the taxes which had 
been in force in the previous financial year. 
There was a slight change in respect of certain 
duties which were imposed by reason of the 
fiscal independence of the Saorstat. This 
year they had got to meet something like 
£22,000,000 or £23,000,000, a good deal of 
which was extra expenditure owing to the 
circumstances of the times. The Army esti- 
mate was nearly £11,000,000, and there was 
included in respect. of compensation a sum 
of £10,000,000. That was to say that there 
Was an estimated expenditure of about 
£©20,000,000 this year, which could scarcely 
be regarded as anything but abnormal. The 
circulation of that amount of money in a 
particular year ought to bring in its train 
advantages to the business community. 

No extra tax had been imposed on com- 
merce or business, and to reduce this tax 
would be to benefit a section of the community 
which was not taxed unless there were pro- 
fis. They were not proposing to put into 
this year’s estimates the proportion 
of the interest which they would have to pay 
on the money borrowed this year. This they 
would hand on.to their successors.

The Chairman said that it occurred to him 
as a matter of common sense that they were 
emphasising the distinction more effectively if 
they insisted on the words “ Northern 
Ireland ” as an entity by itself. “TI think,” 
he added, “ you are doing something that will 
accentuate rather than relieve a matter that 
we want to get rid of. 

President Cosgrave said that a difficulty had 
arisen almost from the beginning with regard 
to what designation was to take the place of 
the “ United Kingdom.” There was an ob- 
jection among certain people in this part of 
Ireland who held that it would not be an 
improvement to say the “ United Kingdom of 
Great Britain and Northern Ireland.” It was 
then decided for the sake of brevity and for 
other purposes that this particular form should 
be used, 

There was a particular reason for it. The 
same law prevailed to the same extent, par- 
ticularly as far as national insurance was con- 
cerned. A person could be a member of an 
approved society in Belfast, though the 
society might have its head office in Great 
Britain. It had no political significance 
there, but prevented the continued repetition 
of *‘Great Britain and Northern Ireland,” 
and they had no particular desire to keep 
this phase ‘before people's minds. 

li was not meant to be offensive to any- 
one, whether they stood for Northern Ire- 
land or for the Saorstat, and certainly was 
not intended to be offensive to Great Britain. 

The amendment was declared lost. 


THE DEDUCTIONS. 


Mr. Lenihan moved to add a new clause to 
Section 17, as _ follows:—‘‘Provided that 
where the employed contributor is in regular 
employment, the employer shall be entitled ' 
to recover from the employe contributor, by 
means of deduction from the wages or other 
remuneration, the amount of any conitribu- 
tions paid by him on behalf of the employed 
contributor for a period not exceeding 26 
weeks.” He said that it was easier to make 
the deduction halí-vearly than weekly, and 
the entire sum would not be a hardship to 


Barrington seconded the amendment. 

Mr. McPartland opposed the amendment. 
He did not think that employés would be 
thankful to any employer who. would deduct 
8s. 8d. from them in one week. <A working 
man in the country, with a wife and six or 
seven children, and earning 50s. a week, 
could not afford to have 8s. 8d. deducted 
from his wages in one week, 

President Cosgrave said that he thought 
that the amendment would not have been ac- 
cepted in the Dail, where the bill had an 
easy passage, and was generally accepted 
because. of its urgency.

EVADING LIABILITIES. 


Senator Barrington then moved — that 
“ Where an approved society have evaded 
their liabilities to an employed contributor 
who is entitled to sickness benefit it shall be 
competent that the employed contributor 
ap ty to the District Justice for an order com- 
pelling the society to pay the benefit; and it 
shall be competent for the District Justice to 
inflict a penalty in addition to what other 
sum he finds to be due, not exceeding the 
amount of the award.” 

Mr. Jackson seconded. 

Mr. O'Dea supported the motion. It was 
his experience that the first four davs of the 
illness were the most serious, and that after 
that time the bulk of the workers were usually 
able to resume work. He found that some 
societies in which they were insured denied all 
liability. They appeared to raise every sort 
of difficulty to the payment of benefits to 
which the men were entitled. 

Mr. Farren opposed the amendment. It 
was, he said, proposed in ignorance of the 
management of approved societies regarding 
the payment of benefits, and was against the 
spirit of the bill. Under the bill arrange- 
ments were made by which persons entitled 
to benefits could recover what was due to 
them. They were dealing with a set of cir- 
cumstances that made it necessary and com- 
pulsory that regulations should be made to 
meet claims. 

Mr. Jackson said that, if by any means they 
could assist those who needed assistance, they 
should do ao. Contributions were collected 
regularly, and claims should be paid just as 
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_ Mr Bennett said that in a good many cases 
it was practically impossible for insured per- 
sons to get benefits. The adoption of this 
amendment would be of the greatest advan- 
tage in stimulating secretaries to a proper 
sense of their duty. 

President Cosgrave said that the audited ac- 
counts showed that during 1920 the amount 
of disablement and sickness benefit paid was 

Free medical certificates cost 
£90,000; while sanatorium benefits amounted 
to £40,000. 

It was natural that complaints should be 
heard ahout some societies. [He was not ina 
position to say that the Dail had any inten. 
tion of going into the difficulties of the bill as 
it stood. They had only in view the adapta- 
tion of the Act brought about by the changes 
which had taken place.

— They would take all possible 
steps to secure an early settlement of the 
dispute. | 

There should be no misunderstanding as to 
the position created by the continuance of 
work at certain restaurants, as no strike had 
been called, the present trouble being due to 
a “ lock-out.” 

Outlining the clauses in the Theatre and 
Cinema Association’s draft agreement, which 
is the subject of the dispute, the Union mem- 


workers, no reduction in wages was involved; 
there merely was an alteration in working 
hours which might bring about reduced 
“‘extra’’ payments where overtime was 
worked at establishments which opened in the 
early afternoon.

ASCOT, Wednesday. 

Green grass, white railings, black top-hats, 
golden sunshine, wind, brown umbrellas, red 
bandsmen, and blue betting-men—such were 
a few of the dominant notes of colour on 
Royal Hunt Cup day at Ascot. 

It looked before noon as though the grey 
wind were going to defeat the golden sun- 
shine, and as | strolled over aang the book- 
makers and the tipsters on the public part of 
the heath rain was falling heavily enough to 
justify the overgrown umbrellas that sproutea 
like the. village blacksmith’s chestnut-tree 
above the bookmakers’ egg-box stanas—to 
justify them, I mean, on other grounds than 
as grotesque decorations. 

ore were the luncheon tents of the rich, 
mingled with the refreshment ‘booths of the 
poor, and Sunny Jackson and a hundred other 
gentlemen with good-natured names had set 
up their names: in letters larger than life. 

Most of the tipsters frankly bullied us. 
They sneered hoarsely at us for fancying such 
horses as Condover or Westmead. A small, 
clean-shaven youth from the North laughed 
sardonically at the tips given by other people. 
“There'll be twenty starters or more in the 
Royal Hunt Cup,” he said witheringly, ‘‘ and 
I'll lay vou five pounds to a cigar-ash that at 
least eighteen of them have been tipped by 
sorhebody or other.” 

By this time the crowd of tall hats and em- 
broidered gowns are sweeping along the. tiled 
and concrete paths like a procession. The 
men and women are for the most part as staid 
as church-goers—‘‘ As church-goers,’"’ someone 
said to me, “going to a memorial service.” 
Later they move more swiftly, as they hurry 
from the stands to the paddocks, or from the 
luncheon lawn to Tattersalls to make their 
bets. 

Ascot is a place of long corridors, and the 
human multitude sweeps along them like a 
draught, or a succession of draughts. 

The distances, save, for those in the Royal 
Stand, are so enormous that one has to spend 
the day almost at a run if one wishes to see 
the horses led round the paddock to back 
one’s fancy, or finally to see a little of the 
race. As for seeing more than a little of the 
race Ascot is not a very good place for that. 
Nor will # be till the stands are rebuilt, and 
both stands remade with a steeper slope. 

Apart from this, the public stand shoulf 
have many more exits, so that one would not 
have to spend half one’s time trying to get 
out at the end of each race. 

With the long paddock, however, ex- 
quisitely green within its white railings, and 
with the pink flowers on the little chestnut 
trees still in blossom, who could quarrel?

Here is the great rendezvous of horses and 
dresses, on neither of which I can speak with 
any authority, but both of which make most 
pleasing patterns as they- circulate on the 
grass. i 

As for the dresses, being ignorant and 
noticing little more than: that most of the 
women had come out apparently with one eye 
on summer and one on winter, I requested a 
lady to scribble down a few notes for me. 

Instead of attempting to write her notes up 
into a coherent description, I shall give them 
as she scribbled them on my race card. Here

TERRIBLE ROARING. 


THE TOWN OF GIARRE 
EVACUATED.

From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
PALERMO, Wednesday. 

The eruptioa is the most violent that has 
ever occurred. The distance the lava flowed 
in only three hours is as great as it took 
the lava to flow in thirteen days in: 1911. 

The main crack extends for one milometre 
between Mount Rosso and Mount Nero, on 
the craters of 1879, and spreads as far as 
Mont Pizzillo towards the main crater. Many 
new craters opened to the north of Monte 
Nero. The biggest lava flow runs towards 
the south, flanking the fiow of 1879. passing 
under Mount Rosso in the region of Piana Dei 
Felci, and turning to the Valley of Palla- 
maleto, bordering Castiglione, Cerro and 
Catena, blocking the «surburban streets of 
Linguaglosea, Randazzo and Castiglione, and 
completely threatening Linguaglossa. 

The lava stream is 700 metres wide and 10 
metres high. The town of Giarre has been 
evacuated, and its people now live in painful 
uncertainty. There are unceasing flashes of 
flame in the sky and terrible roarings accom- 
pany the flames, which are surmounted by 
and wrapped in thick columns of smoke. 

Under.the gradual advance of the lava 
trees and vineyards burn, and the fires are 
spreading rapidly. An incessant rain of ashes 
covers everything. 

Tourists are arriving from every part of 
Italy to see the splendid but frightful 
spectacle. The King arrived to-day and pro- 
ceeded to the stricken region, where he is 
encouraging the populace. Signor Mussolini 
is expected to. arrive to-night. About 30,000 
peasants live in the affected area. 

Overwhelmed with grief at the great mis- 
fortune which has so suddenly descended 
upon them, and against which all human 
effort seems unavailing. the peasants (says 
Reuter) sre facing the disaster with religious 
resignation, and only reluctantly leave their 
houses and vineyards when the peril of de- 
struction is imminent. 

Crowds of weary men and women trartp 
along the roads from the stricken area, and 
a constant stream of motor cars flows back- 
wards and forwards carrying on the work of 
rei‘ef. The village of Catania, whose dis 
appearance was announced this morning, 
consisted of 52 houses. 

The J7rthuna states that Casazza has also 
been completely submerged by the main 
stream of lava, which in the night had in- 
creased in volume and speed. 

CATANIA, Wednesday. 

The visit of King Victer Emmanuel to 
the scene of the disaster to-day provided a 
ray of hope and good cheer for the stricken 
peasants, infusing new courage in their 
breasts, all the more because his visit cain- 
cided with the slight diminution of the erup- 
tion. Tho women especially seemed crazy 
with excitement, and called down blessings 
on the King’s head for this proof of his love 
for his people. 

The news of the departure of Signor Mus- 
solini for Sicily spread like wildfire, and in- 
creased the good impression produced by the 
King s visit. The older ben who remember 
the Messina earthguake in 1908 speak of the 
sympathy and practical help of Queen Elona, 
and say—‘‘ If only the Queen would come to 
Sicily again. She has a mother’s heart, and 
she understands us.

PINE FORESTS ON FIRE.

ROME, Wedneeday. 

Catania is getting crowded with refagees 
from Etna. All the roads are full of carts 
heavy with furniture removed from doomed 
villages. Linguaglosea has been only partly 
evacuated—destruction is threatening—the 
lava flow having suddenly taken a turn away 
from the high road sloping towarde the town. 

Ash rain continues to fall heavily in the 
district, while acres of pine forest round 
Lingvaglossa are burning, adding to the 
horror of the scene. “The violence of the ertip- 
tion, which appeared to be decreasing after 
the first day’s outbreak, was increasing again 
yesterday. : 

A new eruptive crater has opened east of 
the 1879 erater. Scientists presume that the 
eruption will last for a fortmeht. 


FOOT-AND-MOUTH DISEASE. 
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OUTBREAK IN ENGLAND: FREE 


STATE PRECAUTIONS. 

The Department of Agriculture and Tech- 
nical Instruction is informed that an out- 
break of foot-and-mouth disease has been con- 
firmed at Skeffling, near Hull. The Depart- 
ment has no information as to the possibility 
of the disease having been conveyed to other 
localities, and, in the circumstances, although 
the normal regulations governing the import 
of live stock, etc., from Great Britain have 
only recently been restored, the Department 
feels obliged to suspend these regulations 
again, with a view to preventing the spread 
of infection to the Free State. 

It has, accordingly, suspended for the time 
being the Standing Order regulating the im- 
portation of sheep from Scotland, and has 
again prohibited the cross-Channel importa- 
tion of hay or straw, except on licence. 

It has decided also to withhold for the 
present the grant of permits for cattle, other 
ruminants, or swine from any part of Great 
Britain, and has taken steps to cancel any 
such permits already issued. 

As is customary on occasions when. foot- 
and-mouth disease exists in Great Britain, 
drovers, dealers. and others landing from 
that country at Free State ports will be re- 
quired to submit to a process of disinfection, 
under the supervision of departmental 
officers.

GENERAL ASSEMBLY. 


DR. THOMPSON ELECTED 
MODERATOR. 


TWO INTERESTING 
ADDRESSES. 


- 


The annual meetings of the General 
Assembly of the Presbyterian Church in Ire- 
land were opened last evening in the Church 
House, Belfast. There was a large atiend- 
ance of ministers and elders from all parts 
of Ireland. Richt Rev. Dr. W. G. Strahan, 
the outgoing Moderator, conducted the open- 
ing devotional exercises. 

OUTGOING MODERATOR’S ADDRESS. 

Dr. strahan, in the course of his valedictory 
address, thanked the Assembly for the trust 
that had been reposed in him, and the un- 
broken kindness which had been shown to 
him during the past twelve months every- 
where that he went. Having made a passing 
reference to the retirements that had taken 
place, the Moderator turned to events in 
Northern and Southern Ireland during the 
period that he held office. 

At the time that entered upon office, he 
said, the truce that was to bring heaven to 
Ireland had just: come into operation, but it 
looked as if instead of exercising a beneficient 
influence, .it was an.instrument to open the 
gates of hell. Evil passions were raging, the 
city was under sales at 10 o'clock, there 
was shooting every night. The Assembly was 
only a week over when my first Sabbath of 
service for my brethren was broken in upon 
in Coleraine by a ‘phone message about the 
terrible massacre at Altnaveigh. A few 
weeks more and the murder of Sir Henry 
Wilson, great General and courageous friend 
of Ulster, had produced a tremor of indigna- 
tion throughout the world. Well, the situa- 
tion was taken in hand by the Northern 
Government with, firmness and fairness, and 
we bless God to-night that in the area com- 
mitted to their control order reigns 

The Southern Government had in some 
ways—a more dicult task, and for the larger 
part of the year Southern Ireland has been in 
a very lamentable and dangerous condition ; 
the assassin and the executioner, the incen- 
diary and hte insurrectionist were spreading 
terror everywhere. Of late there has been a 
noticeable improvement, which we earnestly 
pray will continue and increase. For this 
assembly desires greatly that peace and order, 
liberty and righteousness shall be established 
in all the land. : 

RECOGNITION OF BOTH 
GOVERN MENTS. 

We recognise both Governments, and we in- 
culcate the principles of good citizenshfp. 

When the two Governors came into office 
those to whom you had entrusted the right 
to represut you knew their.duty. ‘There was 
no debate about expediency. Governor 
Timothy Healy was the representative of King 
George the Fifth, Governor the Duke of 
Abercorn was the representative of King 
George the ‘Fifth. They stood each of 
them for the . majesty of government 
and the authority of law in his own part of 
the King’s realm. It was for ust» speak for 
you. We did it. I think it should be 
emphasised that we went to both governors 
with the same sentiments, that we cddressed 
them in the same words, and that the same 
post carried to each the intimation that 
opened up the way for the presentation of the 
addresses. We have been charged with unduc 
haste. Some scorn has been poured upon our 
intrusion into loneliness. But w: were not 
opportunists. There was no fawning, neither 
was there cringing. We declared, as we knew 
you would want us to deciare, on" loyalty to 
our King and our fidelity.to legally constituted 
Government. And that we so acted with 
promptitude and in good faith has beer hoth 
creditable to us as a Church and of imngense 
value to those of our numbe: who are 
scattered abroad in places remote from this 
centre of our Church's organisation. (Ap- 
plause.) 

POLITICAL ACTION. 

On the subject of the Church and politics, 
the Moderator said :'— Now we have never been 
& political organisation, and, to my mind, it 
would be a degradation to become one even 
in a remoter degree. But we have never 
shunned our obligations when political ques- 
tions that touched the interests of religion 
were under discussion, and 1 am satisiied 
that anything of the nature of a ban upon 
political action when moral and religious in- 
terests are at stake would stultify us in a 
large measure as a Church of Christ. The 
Northern Government, with great courage 
and, I believe, with very earnest desire for 
the betterment of the province, has plunged 
into matters we cannot avoid. It has under- 
taken to legislate with reference to education 
and with reference to temperance. We 
approve. But both these were subjects of 
great interest to us before the Cabinet took 
them up. 

THE NEW MODERATOR. 

The Court having been constituted, the 
Rev. Dr. Lowe (Clerk) announced the Presby- 
tery nominations for the Moderatorship for 
the ensuing year. The Rev. Dr. George 
Thompson, late Co-convenor of the Forg@gn 
Missions, was unanimously appointed to the 
office. 

Dr. Lowe, in the course of an interesting 
address, said—Men have a right to expect 
that the Church prove itself to be both ser- 
vant and master of the present grave emer- 
gency when every department of life vibrates 
with immense possibilities for good or evil. 
If it pursued its way remote from reality, 
bemused by things that are no more, mov- 
ing ‘‘in diminishing spheres of retrospect 
and quotation,’ filled with members of 
closed: minds, who have little elucidation 
of life’s problems, and less comfort to offer 
to those who are fighting a hard battle, 
then. it would either have to change or 
disappear. Though we do well when we re- 
mind ourselves that it ceases to be a Church 
as it becomes only a machine for social re- 
form, yet we must not forget that its members 
are citizens, and that no one desires more 
than they the realisation of a better social 
order in which a man who wants work would 
be insured against unemployment, and have 
a decent dwellinghouse, in which our cities, 
using the words of the ancient sage, would 
be d te look at, good to look from, good 
to look through. Never was it more neces- 
sary to realise that personality is oí more 
value than property or profits. 

A Service of Intercession was afterwards 
held, and the memorial record ‘regarding the 
deaths of ministers during the past year was 
submitted. 

Some routine business having heen trans- 
acted, the Assembly adjourned till to-day.

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NEW RUHR ORDERS. 
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FRENCH PROCLAMATIONS. 


The Times Correspondent in Cologne tele- 
graphed yesterday :—A number of new pro- 
clamations issued by General Degoutte are 
reported in German messages from Essen. 
The most important of these is that all mines 
and works which do not deliver material de- 
manded from them by the French may be 
either seized and run by the French occupy- 
ing authorities, or the latter may hand these 
concerns over to concessionaires.

POLICE STATIONS. 


ACQUISITION OF PREMISES 
FOR CIVIC GUARD. 


The Civic Guard (Acquisition of Premises) 
Bill, which was ordered by the Dail on Tues 
day to be printed, is a measure to authorise 
the compulsory acquisition of premises for 
the accommodation of members of the Civic 
Guard. Power will be given to the Comnus- 
sioners to appoint persons to enter prem!ses 
in city, town, or district for the purpose of 
examining them to see if they are suitable for 
the accommodation of a number of members 
of the Civic Guard: and; if suitable. the 
Minister for Home Affairs shall require the 
Commissioners to acquire any premises which 
at the date of the passing of this Act are 
being used for the accommodation of members 
of the Civic Guard, or are in the possession 
of the Commissioners, with a view to their 
being so used. 

Whenever the Commissioners intend to 
acquire any occupied premises they shall serve 
on. the oceupier and on the immediate land. 
lord (if any) one month's notice in writing cf 
their intention so to acquire such premises; 
and as to unoccupied premises one week's 
notice will be sufficient. 

On the expiration of such notices the Com- 
missioners shall be entitled to clear posses: 
sion. and may enter into occupation, and 
shall, if necessary, be entitled to take pos- 
session by force, and to have the assistance 
of the Civic Guard for that purpose. 

When any occupied premises are taken 
occupier shall be entitled to reasonable com- 
pensation for disturbance, the amount of which 
shall, in default of agreement, he fixed by the 
Commissioners. 

Any person aggrieved by a decision of the 
Commissioners fixing the amount of any rent 
or compensation or the terms of any tenancy 
may appeal from the decision to one of the 
panels of referees appointed under the Finance 
Act, 1910. 

The expression “the Commissioners ” means 
the Commissioners of Public Works in Ireisnd.

It is felt with regret 
that the offences of robbery under arms and 
arson, both of which have been so common in 
this country within the last ten months, are 
not likely to cease at once, and it is con- 
sidered eminently desirable that they should 
cease as quickly as possible. I see little hope 
of achieving that end unless this Dail and 
the Oireachtas face the fact that very signal 
deterrent penalties must be attached. 


DEATH PENALTY CONSIDERED. 

‘“In considering rohbery under arms I was 
for some time inclined to the view that there 
is verv little to distinguish that crime from 
murder, that the barricade which divides it 
from murder is of the thinnest, depending 
upon purely accidental circumstarces, such 
purely accidental circumstances, for instance, 
as the courage or lack of courage of the per- 
son whom it is songht to rob. Fer seme time 
the question of attaching to that cffence the 
capital penalty was under consideration. It 
is not proposed in the bill to attach the

SUPPLY. 


ROUNDWOOD RESERVOIR 
IN OPERATION, 


£250,000 PROJECT 
COMPLETED. 


a Saeed 


The new reservoir at Roundwood, County 
Dublin, which is to serve as an auxiliary to 
the Vartry reservoir in maintaining the water 
supply'of the City of Dublin, was put in com- 
mission yesterday when Alderman Michael 
Staines, Chairman of the Municipal Water- 
works Committee performed the opening cere- 
mony. 

By operating a windlass the Alderman 
dropped a huge plug into a pipe-mouth, and 
this simple operation had the effect of burning 
the Vartry River back on its course to fil 
the valley rivershed which is the location of 
the new reservoir. The valley is two miles 
long and two-thirds of a mile wide. 

Work on the new reservoir was started in 
March, 1908 on plans, which chiefly owed 
their design to Mr. R. O. Sullivan, and which 
were carried out under the supervision of Mr. 
F. M. Webb, resident engineer. By 1912 the 
contractors, Messrs. Mackie and McNally, 
had completed most, of the excavations, and 
had sunk the long puddle trench and made 
connections between the old reservoir and the 
site for the new one. In the ae vost 
work was resumed, this time by a Scotch 
firm of contractors on behalf of a Maryland 
U.S.A. company. The Great War, however, 
interfered very seriously with the prosecution 
of the scheme, and it was not until 
1920 that much progress could be 
recorded, when Messrs. H. and J. Martin, 
Ltd., of Grand Canal street, Dublin, shoul- 
dered the responsibility of carrying the 
scheme through. It is to this firm that all 
the credit is due for the work in connection 
with the Roundwood project during the past 
three years, 

IMMENSE OUTLAY. 

To construct the new reservoir called for an 
expenditure of £250,000. Until the valley is 
filled with water the average citizen may see 
but little evidence of any return, compara- 
tively speaking, for this immense outlay. In 
fact, however, the undertaking has been a 
tremendous one, ‘necessitating the surmount- 


' ing of many difficulties, foreseen and unfor- 


seen, and now that it has been completed it 
gives the citizens of Dublin a reserve water 
supply of 1,235 million gallons. Such is the 
capacity of the new reservoir. 

One of the most striking visible works in 
connection with the reservoir is a handsome 
tower of cut granite, containing 
the valves, pipe-heds, and draw -off 
arrangements. It houses three intakes 
at different levels, two of 24-inch diameter 
and one of 48-inch diameter. The latter is 
the lowest, and is the valve which, when 
closed yesterday, stopped the flow of the 


river. 
ENORMOUS FUNNEL. 

Another remarkable structure is an enor- 
mous funnel, constructed of masonry, which 
forms the over-flow shaft from the new 
reservoir to the old one. This funnel is 
74 feet in diameter at the top and about 
12 feet at the bottom, which is 49 feet 
below the upper rim, At the bottom it will 
contain a six-foot cushion of water to pre- 
vent erosion of tha masonry, ana just above 
this cushion is a tunnel, 12 feet in diameter, 
which will carry off the overflow to the old 
reservoir,

INSURANCE COMMITTEE 
MEETINGS. 

‘At the summer “meeting of the Nations! 
Association of Insurance Committees (Ire- 
land), held in the County Council offices, 
Rutland square, Dublin, yesterday, Dr. Caleb 

J. Powell presided. 

With regard to a lever for the Insurance 
Commission, dealing with the hours of open- 
ing and termination of meetings, the Charr- 
man said the Dublin Borough Committee 
claimed that they were entitled to payment 
for the loss of time attending meetings of 
the Committee. 

Mr. Morrisey said that if a member lived 
ten miles from the place of meeting, they 
— calculate how long it took him to get 

me. 

The missing link was the length of the 
meeting, and the Commission were trying to 
“shadow ” them. It looked as if they could 
not trust the integrity of members. 

After further discussion, a resolution, pro- 

osed by Mr. Clarke and seconded by Mr. 
bradier, was passed, recording that the Asso- 
ciation considered it unnecessary to eupply 
the exact time occupied in conducting the 
meeting, as they concluded the time to be 
taken into account was the time spent by a 
member between leaving home and returning. 


PUBLIC HEALTH. 

The next business was the consideration of | 
the report of the deputation, oonsisting of 
Dr. C. J. Powell, P. Harold Barry, and A. 
Keogh, that waited on the Minister respon- 
sible for public health, The report st. 
that Dr. Powell gave the views of the Asso- 
ciations regarding the — health question 
set out in the adopted scheme, laying par- 
ticular stress on the need for medica] benefit 
to obviate the admitted inefficiency of the 
existing scheme of medical certification, 
which, as worked at present, would appear 
to act as an inducement to malingering. 

Mr. Blythe, the report stated, thanked the 
Association for their advice in the matter, and 
said a bill would be introduced transferring 
national health insurance te the Ministry of 
Local Government. 

Mr. Daly, Kilworth, Co. Cork, asked for 
the assistance of the meeting in getting grants 
tbr the County Cork Sanatorium. 

The Chairman said that if the institution 
had not got grants it was the fault of the 
County Council and the Corporation of Cork, 
who had not properly enforced the Tuber- 
culosis Act. 

Mr. Lynch, Cork, mentioned that several! 
deputations waited .on the County Council 
without result, 

UNION AMALGAMATION. 

On Mr. Daly referring to the working of the 
scheme for the amalgamation of unions, 
which, he stated, was causing great hardship 
and suffering on the sick poo# the Chairman 
xaid he hoped arrangements would be made 
to obviate people having to be brought long 
distances to hospital, and thereby caused ad- 
ditional suffering. There should be no economy 
when treating the sick poor. 

On the Chairman’s suggestion, the matter 
was left in the hands of the sub-committee. 

Mr. Daly urged the planting of pine trees 
in Ireland on an extensive scale, in view of 
the successful treatment of tuberculosis in the 
pine forests of Switzerland. 

Following an intimation from the Insur- 
ance Commission that they could not re-open 
the question of the revised scale of salaries 
for Insurance Committee officials, a resolution 
was passed requesting the Commission to leave 
the matter for decision by an arbitrator and 
calling on constituent committees to resist any 
surcharges, should they arise, pending the 
settlement of the question.

General Mulcahy said that the bill clearly 
defined how far back it was pro to go to 
cover cases that were worthy of comp¢nsation. 
As to the matter of the difference in the allow- 
ances between officers and men, what was 
sought to be done was not to pay compensa- 
tion, but to endeavour to place the widows 
and children in such a position as they would 
probably be in if the man had lived. The 
officers of 1916 and those of the present were 
men of initiative, character and ability, as dis- 
tingnished from the men who were. in 
subordinate capacities, and were such as to 
warrant the assumption that in the ordinary 
walks of life they would distinguish them- 
selves more than the ordinary Volunteer would 
do. He, therefore, could not undertake to 
make the change suggested by the deputy. 
Provision would be made for the education of 
the children of men who were killed. 

Mr. Darrell Figgir suggested thet provision 
should be made for persons who: were suffer- 
ing from illness that could not be exactly de- 
scribed as arimng from wounds. He had 
present to his mind cases of consumption 
which were the consequence of the recent 
trouble. 

Mr. Lyons said that a lot of persons were 
rendered unfit for work, and a number of 
others were in hospital, and he thought that 
those people should be taken into account. 
General Muleahy said that they realised 
that a number of people had suffered in health 
for their mili activities. The discrimina- 
tion that would made in the application of 
this Act would not be hard or harsh, and 
cases such as those suggested by Deputies 
Figgis and Lyons would receive favourable 
consideration, 

The House agreed with Mr. O'Higgins’

THE ESTIMATES, 


PRESIDENT AND THE LOANS, 


When the debate on the Estimates for 
ES services was resumed, the Minister for 
ome Affairs (Mr. O'Higgins), on behalf of 
the Minister for Finance, moved that a sum 
of £470,000 be granted to complete the sum 
necessary for the provision of capital for the 
Local Loan Fund, and to make repayment to 
the British Government in respect of local 
loan: outstanding*on April Ist, 1922. 
_ Mr. Hughes (Loath and Meath) inquired 
if the balances of loans that had been granted 
under the former Government would be 
available, and also if it was passible for the 
Government to make advances under the 
head to local hodies for drainage, . water 
works, and so forth, as was done in the past. 
Hé wished to know if further money would 
be available. 

The Minister for Finance said that the 

could not issue any loans ont of the Fund 
by reason of the fact that they had to borrow 
so extensively to make up the deficit Between 
expenditure and revenue. He would: not be 
la a position to answer the deputy favour- 
ably until after the issue of the loans, to 
which they were asking the people to sub- 
scribe. If there was a generous re- 
sponse, and if it was ssible to 
extend the area of operations, he would be 
willing to do so. Until he was in a position 
to see how they stood as regards the issue 
of the loan he conld not give any under- 
taking to continue the policy that was in 
force in reference to local loans. 
_ The Minister for Finance moved for a «um 
in connection with temporary Commissions of 
Inquiry, Committees, ete. He said that 
deputies generally were aware of the purpose 
and constitution of these various Commissions 
and their operations. 

Mr. Figgis (County Dublin) said that the 
Commission on Agriculture had furnished two 
or three reports, and it was understood that | 
these reports would be made the subject of 
subsequent legislation. He asked that & 
similar course be taken as regards the Re- 
construction and Development Commissions. 
He also asked that a statement be made re- 
garding the North Eastern Boundary Com- 
mission. It would be well to know if the 
delay in setting up the Boundary Commission 
was due to the lack of information available 
at the Bureau. 


THE BOUNDARY.

Mr. P. Hughes said he did not see. why 
contract work should be confined’ t vaertain 


persons. Sail 

Mr. Cole said that everyone in Ireland 
should be free to do whatever work was re- 

uired by the Board of Works. It was un- 
air that contracts should: be confined to. one 
or two traders. He believed that. several 
orders placed by the Board of Works had 
been carried out in such a way that rejection 
followed rejection. The whole industrial 
work of Ireland should be thrown open to 
every man in Ireland. 

Mr. Doyle asked why grants for piers and 
harbours had been omitted from this year’s 
grants. 

Mr. Johnson considered that the sum of 
£11,442 for the upkeep and maintenance of 
the Governor-General’s. residence was ex- 
cessive. . 

President Cosgrave said that the contracts 
were not confined to: any .particular firms 
Large contracts were advertised, and all 

ers sent in were considered. Small con- 
tracts of £500 were not advertised, but com- 
petition was invited. That particular depart- 
ment had been under his supervision for the 
past: twelve months, and during that time only 
one complaint had reached him. If mistakes 
occurred they should be reported at the time 
and they could be corrected. 

Mr. -Johnson—Surely this is the place to 
criticise the policy of the Board? 

President Cosgrave repeated that, if the 
policy of the Board had been wrong, he had 
only received one complaint during the 
twelve months. He suggested that members 
should help the administration instead of 
criticising it. 

The Speaker, intervening, said that a Deputy 
had a perfect right to criticise the policy of 
the Board on that occasion. 


GOVERNOR-GENERAL, 


Mr. Cosgrave, referring to the vote in re- 
t of the Governor-General’s residence, said 

that it ‘was proposed to expend a capital sum 
which would relieve votes in‘the future. It 
was, however, only a rough estimate, and no 
money had yet been spent. | 

With regard to the: Law Courts, Mr. Cos- 
grave said that no money was spent on Dub 
lin Castle except what was absolutely neces- 
sary, and he did not suppose money would 
be available for new courts for many years. 
The present, premises were very suitable for 
law courts, and, whether or not, it was in- 
tended to keep them-in the Castle. ' The pre- 
sent Courts would be in Dublin Castle for the 
next twenty years. Thd sum spent on them 
over that time was, he thought, good 
valne for the money. 
With regard to the new Houses of Parlia- 
ment, it was not proposed to take any mh 
without complying “with the underakings he 
had ‘given. Nothing would be done without 
the express approval of the Oireachtas.

Mr. Johnson moved that the vote in respect 
of the Governor-General’s residence be re- 
duced by £5,000.

The explanation for that lay 
in the fact that the military were charged 
with the restoration of order in the country, 
and in many cases they considered that the 
most potent factor towards the restoration of 
order would be the establishment of the Civic 
Guard, and did what they thought was right 
in commandeering certain premises, looking 
always to where the least hardship lay. 

Mr. Davin said that the Minister had re- 
ferred to a bill in reference to premises taken 
over by the military authorities and handed 
over to the Civic Guard. | 

Mr. O’Higgins—I said that there were some 
cases where compulsion was used to get ac- 
eommodation for the Civic Guard. 

Mr. Davin said that he had a number of 
cases in hands for some time where the mili- 
tary authorities, on very short notice, com- 
mandeered private property of citizens as 
long as twelve months ago, and had paid no 
compensation. 

Mr. Kevin O’Higgins said that the bill 
would provide. machinery for a fair rent for 
such premises as had been taken over by 
the military and Civic Guard. Compensa- 
tion for the period of military occupation 
would be a matter for the Ministry of De- 
fence. The rent to be paid by the Civic 
Guard would be provided for in the bill. 

The. estimate was passed. 


FISCAL SYSTEM. 
THE COMMISSION OF INQUIRY. 


On the motion for the adjournment ‘of the 
Honse, Mr, Miltoy said, that he was not 
initiating #-disetission on the merits of free 
trade or. protection; he was trying to arouse 
some thought as to whether or not the best 
thing had been done in appointing the 
gentlemen (whose names had been published) 
to inquire into the fiscal policy of the Free 
State. In his judgment there had been lack 
of economic vision in the appointments. 

He had every confidence in the Govern- 
ment, but he feared that confidence would be 
impaired by what he considered the mistaken 
step that had been taken. He objected to 
having so many professors on the commission 
or committee that was going to deal with a 
matter that affected the whole fabric of the 
nation. It was to be a private inquiry, and 
that these things should be done in private 
was not likely to inspire confidence in the 
community. 

He doubted if these professors were con- 
versant with the things that vitally concerned 
the industry and commerce of the nation. He 


gentlemen, who were all eminenf in their 
own sphere. He did not object to professors 
as such—(“ Hear, hear, ” and laughter)—but 
he objected to their having a monopoly of 
the Committee.

OUTRAGES REPORTED BY 
FARMERS,

WEATHERVANE’S 
UNEXPECTED VICTORY 


DILIGENCE NOT TO RUN 
FOR GOLD CUP TO-DAY.

From Our TRAVELLING CORRESPONDENYT. 
ASCOT, Wednesday Night. 

Somehow everything connected with to-day’s 
race for the Royal Hunt Cup lacked fire, and 
if the winner, Weathervane, had not been 
owned by the King, it would have been put 
down as an uninteresting race, with a result 
that was far from palatable to the crowd; 
for Weathervane, a four-year-old, only carried 
6st, 121b., and he started at 20 to 1. When 
we compare him with such previous winners 
as Victor Wild, Clorane,. Dark Ronald, 
Bachelor's Double, and Irish Elegance, the 
descent is striking. But it was a great 
triumph for the King and his trainer, Richard 
Marsh, to follow up the success of Knight 
of the Garter on Tuesday with this very 
notable victory—the first His Majesty has 
gained in the race. Indeed, I do not think 
the King has ever before won a handicap to 
which so much prestige is attached. 

When Weathervane won he received a 
tremendous ovation, for the cheering began 
when he passed the cheap rings with a sound 
lead, and grew into a great roar as he came 
home an easy winner by a length from Rock 
Fire, with Jarvie third. Since he won the 
Greenham Stakes at Newbury, fifteen months 
ago, \Veathervane has been a disappointment, 
and he has been steadily dropping in the 
handicap, until here he appeared below the 
7st. mark. Mr. Marsh had him wonderfully 
well, but he was not very confident, for the 
horse had deceived him so often. His attitude 
can be best described as quietly hopeful. 
[he public, however, who follow the Royal 
colours so consistently at Ascot did not take 
any too kindly torWeathervane.: . 

CONDOVER REMAINS FAVOURITE. 

Condover remained favourite right up to 
i. The only fear about him was that, 
as he is rather restive at the post in a big 
Nad ot horses, he might not get too well 
‘Way. this was what happened to him. 
Keasley could not take a good place early in 
the race, and at half-way Condover seemed 
hopelessly boxed in; but his jockey got him 
through, and he ran on to finish fourth.

Rock Fire put in 
rather a late challenge, and ran Jarvie out of 
second place. The last-named weakened a 
little in the last furlong, but this son of 
Pouvois and Hack Car has clearly made the 
relative improvement from two years to three, 
and is sure to win a good handicap over six 
furlongs, or even seven. 

Clochnaben was kicked at the post, and put 
clean out of the race. Westmead ran 
wretchedly, and quite failed to justify the 
hopes entertained about him. 

COS’S EASY VICTORY. 

The match between Cos and Scyphius in 
the Fern Hill Stakes was eagerly looked for- 
ward to, for the third runner—the two-year- 
id Green Fire—was regarded as negligible.

another furlong. 

DILIGENCE NOT A RUNNER TO-DAY. 

It is a great disappointment that Lord 
Lonsdale’s colt, Diligen¢e, which he has 
leased from the National Stud, will not be 
able to run for the Gold Cup to-morrow after- 
noon. He was found this morning slightly 
injured in his box and lame. He had a par- 
ticularly bright prospect, too, of winning this 
race. It is generally conceded now that the 
race rests between Happy Man and Chival.- 
rous, though if Simon Pure stays—and I am 
assured that he does, though there is no 
public proof of it—he will take some beating.
